CAPE KENNEDY (UPI)—A 
radio problem aboard the Gem- 
ini 5 space capsule today forced 
postponement of the launching 
of 
astronauts 
Gordon 
Cooper 


and Charles Pete Conrad on an 
eight-day endurance flight. The 
unhappy astronauts were being 
brought out of the capsule un­ 
der dark and rainy skies. 


The postponement — just IO 
minutes before scheduled liftoff 
was heartbreaking for the as­ 
tronauts and the crews that had 
worked for months to fire the 


capsule on its Titan rocket with­ 
out a hitch. 
The earliest the flight could be 
resumed was Saturday. 
The 
countdown 
had 
started 


on time in the pre-dawn hours i 
at the cape. Then, as the s u n ; 
rose on a brilliant sky, engi- 
neers ran into a problem filling 
the new electric power cells for 
the capsule with liquid hydro­ 
gen. There was a 3-hour, 18- 
minute

of 
the 
count­ 
down. 


The countdown resum ed and 
everything 
seemed

smoothly as the astronauts suit­ 
ed up and boarded the capsule 
atop the 90-foot rocket.

Dihi ort Ii Urges

PHILADELPHIA (AP)—Form, 
er Mayor Richardson Dilworth, 
now chairman of President John­ 
son’s Boston-Washington trans­ 
portation study, urged Wednes­ 
day quick approval of a $20 mil­ 
lion study of high speed rail 
transporation.

The plan is 
designed to provide the four 
states with enough water to last 
throughout the current drought 
by showering drought - ridden 
communities with federal aid. 
Further, the Torresdale intake 
used by Philadelphia will re ­ 
portedly be moved upriver to a 
point just south of Trenton, N J . 
reportedly Morrisville. 
Rumors have circulated that 
Morrisville will be the site of 
the new intake for Philadelphia
